WHOLESALE PRICES 
PASS 1948 RECORD; 
UP 0.6 PCT. IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP)— 
Average wholesale prices rose to 
a new record high in the week 
ended Tuesday as a result of con- 
tinuing pressure from the defense | 
effort, the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics reported today. 

The bureau’s price index was | 
| 171.1 per cent of the 1926 aver- | 
age in the latest week. That was | 
one-half of 1 per cent over the | 
previous peak of August, 1948, | 
and 8.7 per cent above the level | 
prevailing at.the start of the Ko-'| 
rean war. It was six-tenths of 
1 per cent higher than a week 
ago, 1.4 per cent over a month 
ago and 12.9 per cent over a 
year ago.

HONG KONG, Nov. 17—Signs 
of Chinese preparations for war 
have kept on piling up‘in the last 
week. 


Troop movements in Manchuria 
have continued. There have also 
been movements of large size into 
the Shantung peninsula which 
juts from China proper toward 
Korea and the Russian Manchur- 
ian base of Port Arthur. Shan- 
tung is exposed, an easy avenue 
to the Communist heart in North 
China. Reinforcing of Shantung 
may mean the Chinese expect 
wider trouble than that now cook- 
ing on the Korea-Manchuria 
border. 


Further, defense jitters have 
prevailed in the south China prov- 
ince of Kwangtung, adjoining this 
British colony. Buildings in Can- 
ton, Kwangtung’s capital, have 
been sandbagged, Arrests there 
of spies and warnings against 
them have continued in a hectic 
atmosphere. More fortifications 
have been built opposite or near 
the Hong Kong border, The Com- 
munists seem worried about the 
chance of British-American pene- 
tration or infiltration from this 
direction.

The report forwarded by Presi- 
dent Truman was the ninth and, 
by far the- most cheerful given | 
to Congress since the European | 
Recovery Program was approved 
in April of 1948. | 

The report made no menticn | 
of the suggestion this week by) 
Gordon Gray, former Secretary | 
of the Army, that economic help. 
be continued to Western Europe | 
after the Marshall Plan ends in) 
July. of 1952. 

Industrial output in the 16) 
countries under the Marshall Plan | 
has reached a record peak—24_ 
per cent higher than any prewar | 
figure, ECA said. Agricultural | 
yield-for 1950-51 is expected to | 
surpass the postwar high of Jzst | 
year and for the first time exceed | 
prewar levels.

964 U.S. CITIES TO CONTINUE 
RENT CURBS BEYOND DEC. 31 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Ameri- 
can Municipal Association says 
rent controls have been extended 
past Dec. 31 by at least 264 
United States cities. 

However, the ‘association re- 
ported, nearly 3000 other com- 
munities are still eligible to make 


such extensions but have not 
done so. In these cities, federal 
rent controls still are in effect. 


The present federal rent control | 


law runs through Dec. 31 and 
cities have been given authority 
to continue them for an extra six 
months. 

Chicago is among the big cities 
which have decided to continue 
rent controls into next year. And 
at least 40:other Illinois cities 
have acted to continue rént con- 
trols.

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“US. STEEL HEAD 
EXPECTS PAY RISE 
WITHOUT STRIKE 


Fairless Says Pattern Al- 
ready Is Set in Other 
Industries for ‘Fifth 
Round’ Boost. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 17 (UP) 
~-President Benjamin F. Fairless 
of United States Steel Corp., said 
yesterday that rising wages and 
production. costs may push the 
price of steel higher but the in- 
crease would not be markedly in- 


flatio ry. ‘ 
an eel at the American Pe- 
troleum Institute’s annual meet- 


ing, Fairless said he believed a 
satisfactory wage agreement could 
be made with union employes in 
line with other industries’ “fifth- 
round” pay boosts. This would 
avoid another steel strike, which 
the nation cannot afford, he said. 

“Whether we like it or not, the 
fifth round of wage increases is 
already well under way,” said 
Fairless. He pointed out that 
workers in auto, oil, rubber and 
other industries have had rises 
this year. 

“Our men can’t see why they 
should be diseriminated against, 
and, frankly, neither can I,” he 
said. 

“You can’t build new capacity 
unless you pay for it; and all the 
capacity in the world is worth- 
less if your plants are shut down 
by strikes.” 

Fairless said there would be 
no shortage of essential steel if 
plants remain in uninterrupted 
production, “and if nothing 
blocks our expansion program.” 

A 15-cent hourly pay increase 
to all. United States Steel em- 
ployes, however, would amount 
to about $132,000,000 a year, 
Fairless said, or a $6-a-ton jump 
in the cost of finished steel. The 
cost already has gone up $4 a ton 
this year because of increased 
prices of essential raw materials, 
Fairless said. 

He said a steel price hike 
would not have any far- reaching 
effect on the nation’s economic 
structure. 

“The cost of the steel is only 
a minor fraction of the final sell- 
ing price of pny finished prod- 
uct, even when 
made almost exclusively of steel,” 
Fairless said. 

“A 10 per cent rise in the 
price of steel would amount to 
less than 1 per cent on the sell- | 
ing price of an 
bridge or a battleship.”

Medicine. 

“The military medical reserve 
program must be organized so 
that a reserve is to all intents 
and purposes one who can be 
called into uniform immediately 
in time of emergency,” he de- 
clared, in an address before a 
final session of the Southern 
Medical Association’s annual 
meeting at Kiel Auditorium. 

Dr. Casberg called for “the 
elimination of those who are 
merely earning points toward re- 
tirement and a realistic determin- 
ation of the numbers of men who 
can be counted upon in the event 
of future emergencies.” 

Cites Korean Crisis. 

The reserves should be able 
to provide medical manpower to 
the armed forces immediately in 
emergencies, giving hospitals and 
medical schools an opportunity 
for redistribution of their person- 
nel without disruption of their 
programs, he said. 

“The Korean crisis brought to 
light the extreme weakness of 
our Army Medical Reserve or- 
ganization, which should have 
supplied the ‘shock troops’ to

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cushion the impact until redistri- 
bution of medical manpower was 
possible,” he declared. “The 
Army acted in good faith in call- 
ing the reserves, only to find 
that the crisis precipitated there- 
by was second only to that al- 
ready existing in Korea.” 

He pointed out that the medical 
draft, under which medical men 
are beginning this month .to be 
called up, jeopardizes the nation’s 
residency training program, since 
80 per cent of the resident phy- 
sicians are subject to call. 

Dr. Casberg advocated that 
medical students who are deferred 
from military service to complete 
their training be informed fully 


of their future military obligation. 
As for those who get their train- 


ing at Government expense, he 


‘isaid a better system would be to 
‘\offer any professional student in 


good standing a long-term federal 
loan at a low rate of interest. 
This would carry no obligation 
and yet would aid those in finan- 
cial need. 

“A dangerous cycle is stimu- 


. lated, by selecting an outstanding 


student, granting him a federal 
scholarship and then penalizing 
him by demanding of him a long- 
er period of service to the Gov- 
ernment,” he said.

He concluded with the obser- 
vation that “medical education is 
as essential to the national econ- 
omy in time of emergency as are 
war production plants and West 
Point or Annapolis.” 

“Though manpower’ shortage

in forcing these women, by potent 
therapeutic measures, into a role 
for which they may be emotion- 
ally unprepared.” 

Most such women, he said, are 
either emotionally immature or 
aggressive and masculinely com- 
petitive. The immature group he 
described. as “essentially depend- 
ent individuals who enter mar- 
riage with a view toward preserv- 
ing the child-parent relationship.” 
He said women in the aggressive 
class “wear the pants in the fam- 
ily, look upon marriage as a con- 
venient social institution and re- 
sent the intrusion of a child upon 
an already-filled social and occu- 
pational calendar.” 

He suggested closer co-opera- 
tion between obstetrics and gyne- 
cology and psychiatry in order to 
correct “the current unilateral 
and incomplete approach to the 
patient.”

The time has not yet come for 
price and wage controls, Truman 
said bluntly, a survey on this sub- 
ject is continuing and when they 
are necessary they will be applied.

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Marshall, Lovett Trying to Save 
15 Billion a Year on Defense Cost 


They Put Horse Before Cart, However, by 
Learning What Combat Power Is Needed 
and Demanding It at Lesser Outlay. 


By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. 


ECRETARY OF DEFENSE GEORGE MARSHALL and Under 
Secretary Robert Lovett are now engaged in the herculean task . 
of trying to save a full 15 billion dollars a year in defénse ex- 


penditures. The Marshall-Lovett 


goal is to reduce the level of 


defense spending from the colossal 55 billion dollars a year cur- 
rently projected to 40 billion dollars and perhaps less. 


This is economy, and with a 
vengeance. But it is economy of 
a very different sort from the 
“economy” of Louis Johnson. The 
difference is really very simple. 
The Johnson program was based 
on the delusion that any substan- 
tial increase in military expendi- 
tures would almost instantly cause 
the American economic structure 
to come apart like the one-hoss 
shay. Thus the whole emphasis 
in the Defense Department was on 
holding spending to the arbitrary 
Johnson limit, rather than on pro- 
viding the combat potential 
needed for survival. 

Horse Now in Front of Cart. 


Lovett and Marshall, by con- 
trast, have now put the horse in 
front of the cart. They have asked 
first what combat power the 
United States must have. They 
have accepted the answer—a 20- 
division Army, an Air Force ex- 
panded as rapidly as possible to- 
ward 90 groups, a Navy in a state 
of war readiness, with a much 
more powerful air arm and ma- 
rine force. Only when this was 
established did the Marshall- 
Lovett team take a good, hard 
look at the price in men and 
money. And as a result of this 
good hard look, they have de- 
manded that the same combat 
power be delivered with substan- 
tially fewer men and 15 billion 
dollars less in money. 

The fact is that the Johnson 
program, because it was based on 
a delusion, induced a sort of neu- 
rosis in the military. Every re- 
sponsible military planner was 
perfectly aware, long before Ko- 
rea, that the combat power of the 
United States was totally inade- 
quate in view of the world situa- 
tion. But the idea that the eco- 
nomic survival of the United 
States was at stake had been so 
drilled into them, that even after 
Korea, the first estimate of re- 
quirements was held to 18 billion 
dollars. 

It was not until about the be- 
ginning of August that the mili- 
tary chiefs suddenly woke up to 
the fact that money was no longer 
the first consideration. Then the 


!neurosis began, as it were, to 
work in reverse.. 
‘Operation Paperclip.’ 

It was then that what has since 
become known as “Operation 
Paperclip” began. Every conceiv- 
able pet project which had hither- 
to been no more than a gleam in 
some frustrated general officer’s 
eye, was hastily unearthed, dust- 
ed off, and approved. Cost esti- 
mates mounted as if jet-propelled, 
to the 55 billion dollar-a-year 
level, to support a military estab- 
lishment of over 3,000,000 men. 


Now Marshall and Lovett have 
demanded an end to “Operation 
Paperclip” and a completely new 
start. The nature of the problem 
which confronts them is illustrat- 
ed by the row now smoldering 
between the Air Forces and the 
Army. As the Army is now or- 
ganized, a 20-division ground force 
would mean an army of about 
1,500,000 men, or half the contem- 
plated total force. And because 
the Army, which has been living 
on its World War II fat, must be 
re-equipped almost from scratch, 
this in turn would mean that the | 
Army would take upwards of half 
the Marshall-Lovett $40,000,000,- 
000 budget. 

With the Navy taking its share 
of the remainder, this would leave 
neither enough money nor enough 
men for a rapid build-up towards 
an Air Force of at least 90 groups, 
which all authorities agree is now 
essential to American security. 


Air Power as Deterrent. 

Moreover, Air Force men an- 
grily assert, during the period of 
mounting danger which confronts 
the Western alliance, the Krem- 
lin, with a mobilization potential 
of 300 divisions, is not going to 
be deterred from adventures by 
a 20-division American Army. 
The Kremlin will be deterred, if 
at all, by crushing American stra- 
tegic air superiority. 

The answer is suggested by a 
single set: of figures. The Red

In taking Mrs. William Sentner to 
task for speaking of “inhuman treat- 
ment of Negroes,” Rosina San Paolo 
enumerated a list of projects for Negro 
betterment. 

But the civil rights program of Presi- 
dent Truman has met with little suc- 
cess. Infinitely more important, civil 
rights are guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion and as such should need no special 
pleading for any group. More schools 
and better housing, so far as provided 
by governmental authorities, are Consti- 
tutionally indicated. 

The assumption that all Negroes 
should be satisfied and happy because 
a few of them have achieved more of 
this world’s goods than some white 
people is certainly not tenable. That 
the creature comforts are important no 
one will doubt, but there are some 
things more important, and not so eas- 
ily attainable, that are denied.

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Raising ~Teachers’ Pay 


We believe that increases should be 
granted to. the instruction staff at the 
earliest possible .moment. If sufficient 
funds are not available from current rev- 
enues to grant and continue a higher pay 
scale, the community should be asked to 
tax itself to a greater extent than af pres- 
ent to maintain a higher scale. 
~—From the Report of the Instruction 

Committee of the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee to the Board of Education. 


Probably, the Board of Education had this 
advice in mind when it approved a $200 in- 
crease in the salaries of public school teachers 
now receiving top pay in their classifications. 

The Citizens’ Committee recommended an in- 
crease of that amount in the maximum pay of 
each classification. Pay of teachers in the grade 
schools therefore would run from $2400 a year 
to $4200 a year, according to qualification. Simi- 
lar increases were recommended for high school 
and teachers’ college instructors, as well as ‘for 
principals and other school administrators. . 

The committee also urged “that all instruc- 
tional employes not at the proposed maximums 
be advanced to the next highest. step on the 
proposed salary schedule above the salary they 
are currently receiving.” And it is urged that 
this advance be made in addition to any in- 
crease granted for superior training. In short, 
the citizens’ group urged an increase for all 
teachers. 

Why the school board did net go all the way 
with this recommendation is clear: there is not 
enough money available. Even to meet the ap- 
proved raises, the board is taking $422,107 out 
of its school sites fund. 

Such a transfer is not a very wise one, espe- 
cially at a time when the board must prepare 
to meet an expansion and building program. 
The citizens’ finance committee said quite 
bluntly that until the need for additional 
schools can be studied, the school sites fund 
should not be considered available for appro- 
priations. 

The Board of Education, however, prefers to 
use this money to meet salary increases... Yet 
this does not get rid of the board’s problem. 
The fund transfer only postpones it. At the 
end of a year, new revenues will be needed to 
maintain the increase just approved, and there 
will continue to be pressure from those not 
benefited by it. 

As a matter of fact, it would be most disturb- 
ing if these people should have to wait even 
that long for some improvement in salary sched- 
ules already considerably below generally pre- 
vailing standards. St. Louis cannot hope to 
have competent and reasonably satisfied teach- 
ers in its schools if it does not change its pauper 
pay scale. 

There is only one answer: 
the school tax rate. 
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Rebuke to Rhee 


South Korea's popularly elected representa- 
tives lost little time after the re-establishment 
of their national assembly in letting President 
Syngman Rhee know what they thought of him. 
They passed over the President's veto two bills 
which essentially give the assembly the power 
to decide what to do with individual Commu- 
nist collaborators. 

This is not a demonstration of the functioning 
of an ideal governmental system. For in theory, 
the executive and judicial branches should 
handle such matters, according to broad policy 
lines laid down by the legislature. 

But it is a demonstration, though perhaps a 
small one, of the Korean people’s distrust of 
Rhee and dislike of the police state measures 
he has used. Rhee is anti-Communist, but even 
in an area with as little experience in freedom 
as Korea, the people demand, and have a right 
to expect, more from their leaders than that. 
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The Fluorine Project In Sight 

There may be less business for the next gen- 
eration of dentists, but the next generation of 
St. Louisans may have real reason to be grateful 
to their elders if fluorine is added to the city’s 
water supply, as a special professional advisory 
committee to the Mayor has urged. 

And judging from experience in many smaller 
cities, Water Commissioner Thomas J. Skinker 
should not find it too difficult to overcome 
the only remaining obstacle to this long thought- 
about project—finding a relatively cheap and 
easy way to carry it out. 

Judging from that same experience, very 
young St. Louisans may expect to have the total 
number of cavities in their teeth reduced as 
much as 50 per cent. That, at least was the 
reduction among five-, six- and seven-year-old 
residents of Grand Rapids, Mich. 

It should be emphasized that reducing cavities 
by this means is still only a probability, not a 
certainty. And it also should be remembered 
that any individual child may have just as many 
cavities as he had before he started drinking 
fluorinated water. Adults, furthermore, can look 
forward to just as many hours under the den- 
tist’s drill as they spend now, for fluorinating 
water seems to do them no good. 

But because of the proved benefit of the pro- 
cedure to children in other cities, the Mayor’s 
committee has earned congratulations. Like Ed- 
ward Jenner, the discoverer of smallpox vac- 
cination, the committee members have given the 
right answer to John Hunter’s famous questions, 
“Why think?

Just what is going on in connection with the 
rezoning of the northeast corner of Lindell and 
Euclid? 

Last week the Board of Aldermen, over Mayor 
Darst’s veto, whooped through an ordinance to 
permit the construction of an office building on 
this site, the Brown Shoe Co, having indicated 
that it planned to build there. This week it is 
revealed that the Brown Shoe Co, intends to 
build in Clayton instead. 

It seems incredible that the sponsors of the 
rezoning ordinance would not have known about 
the company’s change in plans—a change which 
the company says was made as long ago as 
last July. ? 

If the sponsors. did khow, then a question 
arises as to why so much steam was put behind 
the rezoning ordinance. If they didn’t know, 
then the Aldermen have given a depressing 
demonstration. of. willingness to play ducks and 
drakes with the comprehensive city plan on the 
basis of appalling ignorance. 

Either way, the incident offers another case 
history in the evils of spot zoning. Spot zoning 
breaks down the whole planning process by per- 
mitting the city’s: development to be governed 
‘by local, temporary and private interests. In 
this case, the Aldermen have shot a hole in the

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Tito’ Comes Closer 

The change in the political climate at Belgrade 
has been demonstrated dramatically in an inter- 
view Tito gave C. L. Sulzberger of the New York 
Times. Now Tito not only has broken away from 
the Cominform, he also seems to be edging into 
the non-Communhist camp in foreign affairs. 

He proclaimed Yugoslavia’s willingness to 
abide by any United Nations action in the event 
of hostilities between the United States and 
Communist China. He professed eagerness to 
settle the long-standing disputes with Greece, 
particularly the matter of the Greek children 
now in Yugoslavia. : 

He announced the doctrine—pure heresy in 
orthodox Communist circles—that the Marshall 
pian is not as bad as its critics make it out to be. 
And he went so far as to renounce his own right 
to decide what is aggression, and leave it up 
to the United Nations to determine. 

This is an important doctrinal concession for 
Tito to make. As a Marxist schooled in Moscow, 
he could be expected to believe that “civil wars” 
and “people’s revolutions” fomented by foreign 
nations to speed a dictatorship of the proletariat 
not only are not aggressive but are entirely 
praiseworthy. 

Such was the line Russia happened to be 
trying to sell the United Nations on the day Tito 
was talking to Mr. Sulzberger. But Tito joined 
the non-Communist world in turning down that 
patent frauel. Instead, Yugoslavia and the U.N. 
Political Committee stuck by their earlier con- 
demnation of such phony “revolutions” as are 
now. in progress in Indochina and Korea. 

Then the committee adopted a version of a 
Yugoslav resolution which establishes a bit more 
machinery for ending aggression promptly. 
Under this proposal, any nation involved in hos- 
tilities would declare its willingness to call the 
whole thing off, provided the other nation was 
willing, too. What happens if both sides say 
they are willing, but go right on fighting, is 
not clear. Hence, the value of the plan seems 
dubious. 

But this incident, and Tito’s new approach, 
demonstrate the fundamental importance to the 
West of the U.N. As Tito made abundantly clear, 
he places his faith in the U.N., not in the United 
States. So do many other nations. And so will 
any nations now in the Communist camp which 
break away in the future, 
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He Waits to Be Shown 


Alan Valentine, Economic Stabilization ‘direc- 
tor, presents the picture of a man waiting for 
the other shoe to drop. 

He says “we shall soon know” whether price 
and wage controls are going to be necessary. 
“A few test cases now under way in important 
fields’’ will demonstrate, he says, whether volun- 
tary self-restraint can be relied upon to check 
inflation. No doubt he has in mind the steel 
wage negotjations, among others. 

Wheiher anybody else shows restraint or not, 
the Administration can claim to have shown an 
over-measure of it/in its approach to wage and 
price controls. If there were not so much risk 
involved in a creeping inflation, this caution 
would be commendable. 

One keeps thinking, however, that the coun- 
try went through precisely the same experience 
in 1941 and 1942. Leon Henderson, wartime 
OPA administrator, became the very personifica- 
tion of all-out controls. Yet there was a'time in 
1941, when he was saying, just as Mr. Valentine 
now says, that over-all controls must be avoidetl. 


Necessity finally compelled Mr. Henderson to 
accept controls in 1942. Curiously enough, he 
is now back where he was before. He is sup- 
porting the position of the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development against over-all controls. 

It may be that the country has shown a 
stronger disposition this time to attack inflation 
at its sources, through taxation and other fiscal 
measures.. This is all to the good, for price- 
wage controls are not a substitute for these 
basic countersteps. But it is also true that fiscal 
policy is not a substitute for wage-price stabili- 
zation. The two go hand in hand; as comple- 
mentary aspects of the same broad policy, and 
it cannot be said that either eliminates the 
need for the other. 

If fiscal measures mop up inflationary pur- 
chasing power effectively, then direct controls 
But if inflation 
is not checked at the source, then direct con- 
trols will be all the more necessary to hold 
the line. 
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Money Missouri Could Use 


Twenty-five million dollars earmarked for 


Missouri highways are going begging at a time 
when the state’s road system is slipping deeper 
and deeper into disrepair. 


The reason this amount remains unclaimed, 
of course, is that it represents federal dollars 
which must be matched by the state if it wants 
to use them. | 

And the reason why the Highway Department 
cannot match these federal funds is because it 
no longer has enough gas tax revenue left to 
do so. This year the Department got $17,- 
000,000 for road building and maintenance, only 
about half of which remained available at the 
end of October for matching federal funds. 

Under the 1950 highway building law, Con- 
gress earmarked $14,000,000 a year for Mis- 
souri for the next two years. The first allot- 
ment will be available next July 1. But at the 
moment there is little reason for supposing that 
Missouri will be in a better position to match 
federal dollars then than it is now. 

This situation gives urgency to the survey of 
Missouri- road conditions which is now being 
undertaken by the State Chamber of Commerce. 
Full publicity on the gradual deterioration of 
what once was one of the finest state highway 
systems in the nation may lead to action. 

It is to be hoped that in the months ahead 
Missourians interested in the state’s roads will 


be able to induce the Legislature to draw up an . 


acceptable state road tax program. The unhappy 
lessons of the two most recent road campaigns 
should not be forgotten. 

We believe Missourians realize that the pres- 
ent 2-cent state gas tax is no longer adequate, 
But we also believe that they will not authorize 


an increase unless expenditure of the money is — 


left to a Highway Commission which will not 
play spoils politics and a Highway Department 
which is altogether above and beyond politics.

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Why Acheson Will Not Quit

Unlike politically powerful cabinet members, Secretary of State is 
a ‘civil servant’ who holds office solely because Truman considers 
him able diplomat; President can release him whenever he feels 
this would advance his foreign policy or Democrats’ 1952 prospects,

Secretary of State Dean Acheson has 
stated that he will not resign his office 
because of the election returns. 


He has stated this publicly for quota- 
tion and privately to personal friends and 
associates. 

Yet Mr. Acheson might well cease to be 
Secretary of State of the United States at 
any time from now on. 

There is a seeming inconsistency be- 
tween these facts, yet in reality there is 
no inconsistency. 

To understand this 
it is first necessary 
to understand the 
unusual relationship 
between Mr. Ache- 
son and President 
Truman. 

In American gov- 
ernment a Cabinet 
officer is usually a 
person of political 
importance in his 
own right who is 
there because he 
represents a particu- 
lar force or group 
within the national 
body politic and who, therefore, cannot 
be dismissed by the President lightly or 
with impunity. 

Louis Johnson, former Secretary of De- 
fense, is a case in point. Mr. Johnson 
was given a Cdbinet post because he had 
been the primary fund raiser for the 1948 
Democratic campaign and because Mr. 
Johnson was a powerful factor inside the 
American Legion. He claimed his Cabinet 
office by political right and received it 
by political right, and was dismissed when, 
in Mr. Truman’s opinion, Mr. Johnson had 
forfeited his political rights. 


A “Civil Servant” 


Charles Sawyer, Secretary of Com- 
merce, is in the Cabinet as a representa- 
tive of the Democratic party in Ohio. 
Maurice Tobin is Secretary of Labor be- 
cause he speaks for, and exercises influ- 
ence within, the Democratic party in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

This is the old pattern. It produces a 
Cabinet which tends to be a coalition, or 
committee, of the leaders of the party in 
power. The resignation, departure, or dis-

missal of any such person from the Cabi- 
net reflects changes in the leadership of 
the party arising out of the interplay of 
political factors. ° 

Mr. Acheson’s position has none of that 
background or character. He is not a 
He has no political rights, 
power, or influence. He is in the Cabinet 
not for party reasons but solely because 
Mr. Truman considers Mr. Acheson to be 
the ablest available practitioner of the art 
and craftsmanship of foreign policy. He 
is a “civil servant” in the English sense 
of the phrase. He is literally the Presi- 
dent’s “secretary.” 

Mr. Acheson will not resign of his own 
initiative for two reasons. First, a civil 
servant doesn’t resign because he or his 
policies are under attack any more than a 
general would resign in the middle of a 
battle because his troops are under at- 
tack. Second, an Acheson doesn’t resign 
under fire. The Achesons are an ancient 
and proud family. That's the sort of thing 
they never have done and never would do. 


At President’s Pleasure 


But since Mr. Acheson is of the genus 
public servant, not the genus politician, 
his tenure of office is entirely at the pleas- 
ure of the President. Sometimes a Presi- 
dent has to “blast” a politician out of the 
Cabinet. In Mr. Acheson’s case, Mr. Tru- 
man has merely to tell him that he no 
longer requires his services. 

The only relevant question about Mr. 
Acheson’s tenure of office is, therefore, 
the pleasure of the President. Mr. Ache- 
son will stay so long as Mr. Truman wishes 
him to stay. He will depart at once, and 
without fireworks, if and when Mr. Tru- 
man chooses to let him go. Mr. Acheson 
would consider it presumptuous to inject 
his own personal feelings or interests into 
the equation. 

Will Mr. Truman, then, dismiss Mr. 
Acheson because the Republicans made a 
battle cry of the slogan “Acheson must 
go?” That depends on developments. If 
at any given time Mr. Truman becomes 
convinced that Mr. Acheson’s departure 
would ease the path of the Truman for- 
eign policies or improve the Democratic 
party’s prospects in 1952, the President 
will let Mr. Acheson go. There is no pres- 
ent evidence that Mr, Truman has reached 
such a conclusion.

The Trials of Childhood 


THE INNOCENTS FROM INDIANA, by Emily Kim- 
brough. (Harper & Brothers, 229 pgs., $2.75.) 

Emily Kimbrough, co-author of “Our 
Hearts Were Young and Gay,” and author 
of several other volumes of personal remi- 
niscence, provides a pleasant, nostalgic 
glimpse into the Kimbrough family album 
in this account of her girlhood. Part of 
the book’s charm lies in its period piece 
anecdotes, about the time the electric auto- 
mobile controls jammed and she and her 
mother kept riding frantically around the 
block waiting for the power to run down, 
and abuvut the night the children were 
allowed to stay up to see Halley’s Comet. 
Part of it centers on such universal ex- 
periences as the school play and the big 
dance. But its principal appeal is that 
the basis of all the stories is the poignant 
experience of childhood adjustment to a 
‘new community. 

The Kimbroughs moved from Muncie, 
Ind., to Chicago when Emily was 11, and 
for a time Emily was 
sure she would 
never survive the 
change. There were 
such drawbacks as 
never being spoken 
to by adults on the 
street. In Muncie 
someone always said, 
“Aren't you the littie 
Kimbrough girl?” In 
Chicago the only 
adult who ever spoke

There were the school customs and 
mores and language barriers; in Chicago 
“dinner” was “lunch,” and you never said 
“get to go” for “go.” For Brother, age 
four, whose interests as he grew older 
were money and engines in that order, 
the change was less trying. Emily’s prob- 
lems will bring back a pang of memory to 
anyone who was ever “the new child” in 
school. 

For the most part effortlessly amusing, 
some of the book strains as it strives for 
hilarity and only becomes confusing in 
some of the pell mell full speed episodes. 
It is at its best when detailing such im- 
pressive childhood memories as Brother's 
transferral of church allegiance to a de- 
nomination which had a paid choir, his 
eventual adoration of the choirmaster, the 
choirmaster’s death, and Brother’s dis- 
posal of his once prized earnings—in the 
church poor box. It is such incidents that 
point up the fact that childhood, even in 
its comic aspects, is seldom a comedy.

MURDER LEAVES A RING, ty Grissom Staniey, 

(Rinehart and Co., 250 pgs., $2.50.) 

According to Mary Roberts Rinehart, 
often called the queen of mysSstery writ- 
ers, a good mystery must be a good novel 
as well. Fay Grissom Stanley’s “Murder 
Leaves A Ring,” amply meets this re- 
quirement. 

It is the story of three girls, Iris, Bon- 
nie and Kathryn of Tyler, Tex., who share 
a basement apartment in Greenwich Vur-* 
lage. Kathryn is grinding out her first 
mystery novel; Bonnie is a fashion model, 
and Iris is at the top of the ladder as a 
Broadway star. During a crowded cock- 
tail party in the apartment Iris is found 
in her bathtub strangled with a pair of 
nylons. Capt. Steele, the precinct officer, 
finds early in his investigation that be- 
cause of Iris’s ruthless nature every one 
at the party has a personal ieason for 
wanting to murder her.

MEDINA, O., Nov. 17 (AP)— 
Gerald Killinger sat out his 
eighteenth birthday today in a 
jail cell, a sentence of death in 
the electric chair facing him. 

The sentence — to be pro- 
‘nounced next week by Judge 
Windsor Kellogg—was made man- 
datory by a jury of six men and 
six women which last night 
found the youth guilty of murder- 
ing Harold E. Mast, 23 years old, 
on Oct. 5. The jury did not recom- 
mend mercy. 

The high school youth testified 
he ambushed and shot the tenant 
farmer because he was a “fall 
guy” for Max Amerman, 27, who 
wanted to continue a love affair 
‘with Mast’s wife. 

Mrs. Randi Mast, 24, admitted 
from the witness stand she had 
‘been intimate with Amerman, 
who owned the land her husband 
leased and farmed. She is a Nor- 
wegian who married Mast when 
-hAe was serving with the army of 
‘occupation in Germany. 

After the verdict was returned 
last night, she remarked: 

“I can’t say what I think of the 
verdict. I can’t say I’m glad and 


-I can’t say I’m sad, Would you) 
be glad if a man you knew was’ 


sent to the electric chair?” 

The jury deliberated seven 
hours and 40 minutes before re- 
turning its verdict. The trial 
lasted a week. : 

Killinger, who had pleaded not 
guilty by reason of insanity, 
clenched his hands when he 
heard the verdict and became so 
limp he had to be assisted from 
the room by sheriff’s deputies. 
George Killinger, his father, sat 
on a spectator’s bench. His 
mother, sobbing, had left the 
room earlier.

Spots found in his overcoat in 
his abandoned car in Peoria were 
identified as human bloodstains.

Gardner said a hole on the top of 
the left shoulder, first believed 
to be a bullet hole, had been 
caused by a cigarette burn.

SOMETIME IN 1935, when the earnest child was 
2% years old, her parents took her to a perform- 
ance of the Russian ballet, principally to see one 
of the numbers, “Toy Shop.” When they brought 
her home the child went to the middle of the living 
room and for nearly an hour danced through the 
motions of a more sobersided portion of the day’s 
performance. . 

From then on the girl dreamed of becoming a 
ballet dancer, probably still does. (She recently 
appeared in such dress at a Hollywood party in 
which the beautiful people came dressed as their 
“suppressed desire.’’) 

Sara had no notion that other people shared her 
feeling about the little girl’s dark, blue-eyed beauty 
until she brought Elizabeth home just before the 
outbreak of war in Europe. Whenever she took 
the child for a walk on an American street or park, 
people would stop to ask about her and—almost 
inevitably would give her the cliche of the decades:

THROUGH AN ART FRIEND, Cheever Cowdin, 
chairman of the board of Universal Pictures, was 
taken to see the child. Elizabeth showed him her 
dolls, while he marveled at her almost mature love- 
liness. And he said to the parents, “She has every- 
thing we want in pictures.” The parents let it go 
as a compliment. 

The scene shifts to Beverly Hills, where the 
Taylors went to live. At a dancing school, which 
Elizabeth attended with Erin Considine, daughter 
of the MGM producer, Mrs. Carmen Considine 
heard Elizabeth singing (she was 8, now) and per- 
suaded the parents to visit Considine at MGM. At 
the studio, the child sang again, without music or 
notes—improvising in calypso style—and L. B. 
Mayer offered to sign her then and there. 

The senior Taylors turned down the -offer, but 
when they saw that the child was hit hard by their 
decision, they reconsidered—and gave Cowdin what 
amounted to his option. At Universal, the chief 
talent scout took offense at the thought of having, 
someone else choose a newcomer. She got into one 
picture, a thing named “Man or Mouse,” wherein 
she was called upon to sing off-key with a freckled 
boy. Then Universal canned her at the age of 9.

THE TAYLORS HOPED that she had gotten the 
movie bug out of her system, and she might have 
at that except that Francis, Liz’s father, and Sam 
Marx, the MGM producer, were fellow air-wardens. 
Sam had finished “Lassie Come Home,” but had 
been called upon to make it over again with an- 
other child in the leading part. 

Elizabeth won the role in a contest with 25 other 
children. She scanned four pages of script in four 
minutes, said very quietly, “I’m ready now,” and 
made a letter-perfect test. She had borrowed an 
English type of outfit from her friend Erin for the 
occasion. 

MGM had had rights to “National Velvet” for 
vears, waiting for a child who could ride well 
enough. In “Lassie” Elizabeth had been called 
upon to ride one of L. B. Mayer’s horses. The 
beast got out of hand during one scene but the 
cameramen kept grinding on Liz’s struggle and 
final mastery of the animal—and it was that bit of 
footage, never used in the film, that won the girl 
her incredible role in “National Velvet.” 

She hasn’t stopped since. The election as “The 
most beautiful girl in America” was a drastic un- 
derstatement. It should have included the rest of 
the world.

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The New Films

Race Violence in the Raw 


N “NO WAY OUT,” at the SHADY OAK THEATER, Pro- 
| eucer Darryl F. Zanuck, Director-Writer Joseph L. Mankie- 
wicz and Co-Author Lesser Samuels, have gone further than 
any of the five previous films dealing with discrimination 
against Negroes. They have pinned down for 
study the acute Negro-hating type, blind, 
ignorant, venomous and vicious, This has 
been done in a melodrama of high voltage, 
often raw in its violence, but so realistically 
shaped that it is powerful and arresting 

throughout. 

They have shown the making of a race 
riot over an untrue rumor that a Negro physician at a county 
hospital deliberately killed a white patient, a cheap holdup 
man, in revenge for insults suffered as he treated the man. 
The robber actually died of spinal meningitis, but before this 
can be proved, heads have been broken, the Negro doctor has 
submitted to arrest on a murder charge in order to force an 
autopsy, and the dead man’s crazed hoodlum brother has at- 
tempted to murder him. I understand that authorities in one 
or two cities objected to the film as inflammatory. The mak- 
ers contend it is merely the unvarnished truth, the discussion 
without pussyfootjng of a situation that exists among a seg- 
ment of the American population, and it is more healthy to 
bring it to light. 

Perhaps the makers have stacked their dramatic cards in 
making all their Negro-hating whites specimens of the lowest 
order, brutal, of comic-book reading mentality, degraded hy 
poverty and a tough life in the city’s slums into an urge to 
persecute an even more unfortunate segment of the popula- 
tion, and envious of any Negro who has managed to achieve 
even a modest success. But while not necessarily a complete 
picture, the film draws a prevalent type with uncompromising 
strokes, and makes the point that that type is impervious to 
cure by logic. Just what can be done, the movie doesn’t say— 
it merely diagnoses the disease. 

The movie has been well acted throughout, but its impact 
has been heightened by a superb performance by Richard 
Widmark of the murderous brother, a hoodlum shot in 
the leg by a patrolman in a filling station holdup, one who 
taunts and insults the Negro physician from the moment he 
enters the hospital. As a hero, Widmark seems to have no 
more foreé than the average leading man. But cast in a 
psychopathic criminal role such as this, he seems to burn with 
festering malice, to ooze sardonic, vicious cunning, so that 
altogether he’s pretty terrifying. Linda Darnell is excellent | 
as the dead holdup man’s ex-wife, a hardened woman with. the 
right instincts, but embittered by the shoddy world in which 
she finds herself. Sidney Poitier as the Negro doctor and 
Stephen McNally as the chief of staff at the hospital give ‘in- 
telligent performances. 


Troubles of a Radio Contest Winner | 


The movies have been a long time striking back at the 
«meYadio give-away programs, which for a time made many poten- 
tial film customers stay home with ears glued to the ampli- 
fier, but which have faded in popularity. Ronald Colman’s 
“Champagne for Caesar” took a rather ele- 
gant satiric stab at such programs. Now 
“JACKPOT,” at the AMBASSADOR comes 
along with an amusing light comedy analysis 
of the woes that befall a $24,000 jackpot 
winner and his wife which would make any- 
body of ordinary susceptibilities hesitate 

over even listening to such a program. 

Jimmy Stewart and Barbara Hale are the couple. blessed 
with two children, a nice two-story house, and a $7500-a-year 
income from Jimmy’s job as an executive at a department 
store in an Indiana town. When Jimmy flips a coin to decide 
the name of “The Mystery Husband” and thereby wins an 
overwhelming oversupply of various merchandise and services, 
the spectacle of an average modest citizen in the toils of high- 
powered commercialism is so accurately portrayed that it 
threatens to stop being funny and become depressing. 

So several comedy plot devices are rung in to keep it on 
the light side. To pay a $7000 income tax on the goods, 
Jimmy takes to peddling watches on the side at his store and 
gets fired. He tries to sell a diamond ring to a Chicago 
bookie and ends up being arrested in a raid and grilled as a 
theft suspect. His wife and the whole town are convinced -he 
is having an affair with a beautiful woman painter (Patricia 
Medina) sent to do his portrait as one of the prizes. His com- 
fortable home is uprooted by a decorator (Alan Mowbray) 
who is also a dubious prize, and who tosses out all his old 
furniture. That everything ends more or less brightly is due 
only to those fortuitous twists which comedy writers find it 
necessary to tack arbitrarily on the ends of their plots to keep 
all the customers from going home in tears. 


Milkman Jokes 


Following the pattern of such occupational slapstick 
comedies as “The Fuller Brush Man,” “The Yellow Cab Man” 
and “The Good Humor Man,” Donald O’Connor appears in 
“THE MILKMAN,” at the FOX. There are one or two fairly 

funny sequences, such as when Donald 
proves to be the most awkward milk delivery 
man in dairy history and when he goes about 
with a smoking bottle in his carrier fran- 
tically shouting “Fire” in an apartment 
house. But on the whole it is thin stuff, 
which, after it exhausts occupational humor, 
goes in for the sketchy crime plot (all work- 
ers at the jobs portrayed so far seem to become mixed up 
with “criminals) and the final chase.

AYS Irving Berlin at 62, from 
8 the happy heights of “Call Me 

Madam:” “It’s nice to have a 
hit on Broadway again. It’s a 
wonderful feeling to reach for it, 
at my age... and find it’s still 
there,” 


First time Irving ever saw his 
name in print, it was as Izzy 
Baline, the name he wa$ born with 
in Russia. He was a singing wait- 
er in those days, at “Mike Sal- 
ter’s” on Pell street. Here’s how 
he tells about it: 

“One night, Prince Louis of 
Battenberg came down to the 
Bowery to see the sights in 
Mike’s saloon. Along with the 
party, the Prince brought a young 
reporter from The World, whose 
job it was to cover the stories 
of visiting royalty and dignitaries. 
That night, everything the Prince 
ordered was to be on the house, 
and so when he offered me a 10- 
cent tip, I just said ‘no ‘thank 
you,’ and backed away—I didn’t 
think I should take it under the 
circumstances. 


“The next morning, all my 
friends rushed up to me with 
copies of The World—that cub 
reporter with the Prince’s party 
had been so impressed when I 
refused the dime tip,gthat he 
wrote a feature story all about 
me. And his editors liked the 
story so much that they decided 
to give the feporter a byline— 
so underneath the headline that 
carried my name, I found this re- 
porter’s name . . it was Her- 
bert Bayard Swope!” 

Swope later won three Pulitzer 
prizes and became a boss of The 
World and still later, set up the 
foundation which channels royal- 
ties from one of Irving’s great 
songs, “God Bless America,” to 
the Boy and Girl Scouts of Ameri- 
ca. 

First song Irving ever wrote 
dates back to the Bowery, “Marie 
From Sunny Italy,” royalties ex- 
actly 33 cents. Other songs of his 
have been born in stranger places: 
‘High over the Atlantic, two

“Plaster of Paris’—The “Plaster 
Cast.” 
écé LASTER” has been s0 

Pp widely adapted, that in re- 
sponding to an inquiry 
about it such extensions as “‘stick- 
ing plaster” or “mustard plaster’’ 
may be regarded as obvious and 
attention concentrated on the lit- 
eral and essential significance of 
the term. 

The “plaster cast” and the name 

“plaster of Paris” especially in- 
trigue our correspondent. And a 
plaster cast is a cast, or really 
a bandage, made of a paste of 
plaster of Paris, which hardens as 
it dries and so forms a well-fitting 
splint. “Plaster of Paris” might 
be termed a fancy name for a 
quite prosaic thing. It is so called 
simply because the mineral at its 
base, the plaster stone, originally 
was brought from quarries just 
outside of Paris, France. 

The mineral that produces this 
plaster is a gypsum, calcined, or 
reduced first to a powder. Be- 
cause of the adhesive properties 
of the spread or poured plaster it 
came into common usage for mold- 
ings of all kinds, figures molded 
for decorative purposes as well as 
the molded bandage known as the 
“plaster cast.” 

“Plaster” derives from the La- 
tin “emplastrum,”’ which is from 
the Greek meaning “to daub on” 
or “to stuff in’’—that is “in” plus 
“to mold.”

Canasta to Win 
By Albert H. Morehead 


AM always getting letters that 
| say something like this: “You 

say a player could have melded 
three aces but didn’t, and you say 
it cost him 120 points. But three 
aces only count 60. How come?” 

Let’s take an example. You 
hold: 


The play of the deal is nearing 
its end. You draw and discard, 
saving all five of the cards shown. 
You could have melded your aces 
with the deuce, or your sevens 
with the deuce and you didn’t. 
Before you get another turn an 
opponent goes out. 


Now, when you count up, your 
melds (including bonuses) are 
845; from this must be subtracted 
the 70-point value of your hand 
and 40 points in your partner’s 
hand, a total of 110; your net 
score for the deal is 735. 

Suppose you had melded A-A-2 
on your previous turn. Now your 
melds would have totaled 60 
points more, or 905; you would 
have had only 10 points in your 
hand which, with your partner’s 
40, would have made 50 points 
to be subtracted; and your net 
score would have been 855. . So 
you would have scored 855 in- 
stead of 735 and the difference 
is 120 points, not 60. Thus. any 
card you could have melded, but 
instead you get stuck with, costs 
you double. 


But this does not mean you 


should have melded your aces on 
the hand shown, or that you 
should hasten to meld at any 
time, Canasta is played for big 
scores, not’ small ones. Holding 
your hand with both aces and 
both sevens you could have gone 
out by drawing either an ace or 
a seven or another wild card. If 
you had melded your aces, only 
a seven or a wild card would have 
put you out. The extra chance was 
worth the risk of 120 points. 


Question: In making several 
melds, a player puts down K-J-K, 
thinking he has three kings. This 
passes unnoticed until after the 
next player has played. We under- 
stand that when the next player 
completes his turn an illegal meld 
is condoned. But can that meld 
stay on the table and, for example, 
be built into a canasta of kings, 
still counting the jack as a king? 

Answer: No. There is no pen+ 
alty for an illegal meld if the next 
player has completed his turn. 
But an improper meld of this kind 
is not allowed to stand; the con- 
donement is of penalty only. The 
player may put these cards back 
into his hand; they are not ex- 
posed as they would have been 
if the error had been ome 
sooner,

AN you believe it? It is only 
(C2 years since the frozen foods 

which we take for granted to- 
day, were first launched on the 
market. There were just a few 
articles, but now it seems as 
though almost everything is avail- 
able in this form. There are fish, 
the first product frozen, meats, 
vegetables, fruits and all sorts of 
“made” dishes offered in the 
market. 

More than two billion pounds 
of frozen foods will be used this 
year, according to Howard 
Lochrie, president of the Birds 
Eye-Snider Co. 

The frozen food industry owes 
its success to the fact that there 
- fs close supervision of the prod- 
ucts through their growth as well 
as during their freezing process. 
Special strains of vegetables and 
fruits are produced especially for 
freezing. Chickens and ducks are 
fed and bred according to speci- 
fications, so that they will be 
more’ meaty. Special equipment 
must be provided by the retail 
distributors in order that prod- 
ucts fast-frozen under the best 
sanitary conditions will remain in 
their fine original state until pur- 
chased. 

Orange Cream Cheese Frosting. 

Three tablespoons butter, one- 
(one-and-one-half 
ounces) cream cheese, dash of 
salt, four tablespoons frozen or- 
ange juice concentrate, thawed; 
two-and-one-half cups sifted con- 
fectioners’ sugar (about). — 

Cream butter. Add cheese, salt, 
and concentrated orange juice 
and cream together until light and 
fluffy. Then add sugar gradually, 
until of right consistency to 
spread, blending well after each 
addition. 

Yield: About one-and-three- 
fourths cups frosting, or enough 
to cover tops and sides of two 
eight-inch layers. 

Note: If dcsired, oné-half cup 
coconut, toasted, may be folded 
into the above frosting. Sprinkle 
additional toasted coconut over 
top and sides of frosted cake. 

Orange Filling. 

Three tablespoons cornstarch, 
two-thirds cup sugar, dash of salt, 
one cup hot water, one teaspoon 
butter, one-third cup frozen con- 
centrated orange juice. 

Combine cornstarch, sugar, and 
salt in saucepan. Add water grad- 
ually, stirring constantly. Cook 
and stir over medium heat until 
clear and thickened, about five 
minutes. Remove from heat. Add 
butter and orange juice and blend. 
Cool. 

Yield: One-and-one-third cups 
filling, or enough to spread be- 
tween two nine-inch cake layers. 


Delicious baked apples result 
when you fill each apple cavity 
with two tablespoons of sugar, a 
teaspoon of butter or margarine 
and some small round cinnamon 
candies. Bake the apples by your 
usual method, adding a little hot 
water to the bottom of the pan 
and basting often.

Repainting 


EPAINTING a concrete floor 
R is either a cinch or a prime 

headache—it all depends on 
the type and condition of the 
original finish. If the old finish 
was an ordinary oil paint, it’s 
best to remove it before you try 
refinishing. The idea behind all 
this work is that should the floor 
become damp, the old finish will 
blister and peel and take the new 
finish along witi it. 

You ¢an remove the old oil 
paint by mopping the surface 
with a solution of two pounds of 
lye to a gallon of hot water. Let 
this sit for 30 minutes and then

wash off with hot water. Now 
the paint will be soft enough to 
scrape off and after it’s out of the 
way the surface can be rinsed 
clean. The floor is then ready 


for a rubber base concrete ‘floor: 


paint> 

If this type paint was used in 
the first place}; a second coating 
can be applied right over it. First, 
wipe off any wax with turpentine 
and steel wool and then apply 
the fresh paint. In some cases a 
rubber base paint will be in such 
poor condition that to paint over 
it would just make matters worse. 

The oil paint should be re- 
moved but you'll need an organic 
solvent type paint remover for 
this job—the lye and water won't 
always work. 

‘By the way, because of the 
rough. texture of concrete, three 
coats of paint should be used and 
when the final coat is dry, apply 
a floor wax. This will prevent 
the paint from becoming badly 
worn.

As may easily be seén, South 
would have been absolutely safe 
at a three-no-trump contract, but, 
in all fairness, the actual bidding 
was not without merit. South's. 
jump rebid was probably his most 
attractive choice, and after this 
show of power, North, with good 
diamond support and two aces, 
certainly could not be blamed for 
feeling that at least five —— 
would be safe. 


West opened the heart queen. 
South won in his own hand, drew 
trumps in two leads, then led a 
low spade from dummy with the 
hope of passing the trick to West. 
Then, if spades broke 3-3, South 
could discard a club on dummy’s 
long spade and in that way avoid 
any unpleasantness in the club 
suit. The position of spades, how- 
ever, made it impossible for South 
to pass the trick to West, and he 
finally had to fall back on a lead 
up to his club king. The off-side 
position of the ace defeated the 
contract. 


Due to the low spots in the 
North-South spade suit,\aside from 
the two tops, South should have 
realized that he might have 
trouble in keeping East off lead, 
and a far sounder plan was avail- 
able. South should have conceded 
the first trick to West! West 
could then do no better than lead 
another heart. South would win 
with the king, draw trumps, and 
discard a spade on dummy’s heart 
ace. Now he could cash the king 
and ace of spades and ruff a 
third round—and if- he found the 
fortunate 3-3 break, as he would 
have, he could then discard a 
club. At worst, if the spade break 
failed, he would still be able to 
try for the club trick.
